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SUBJECT : SENEGAL REPORTEDLY BREAKS RELATIONS WITH GUINEA 

1. HAVE JUST BEEN INFORMED BY COUNSELOR AT SENEGALESE EMBASSY 
THAT SENEGAL BROKE RELATIONS WITH GUINEA AS OF 1300 SEPT 18. 
COUNSELOR SAID GUINEANS HAVE BEEN INFORMED AND THAT SENEGALESE 
AMBASSADOR WAS MEETING WITH PRESIDENT TOURE THIS MORNING. 

2. COUNSELOR DID NOT KNOW WHO WOULD REPRESENT SENEGAL, BUT 
SAID HE WAS WAITING FOR INSTRUCTIONS FROM DAKAR. EXPECTS ALL 
SENEGALESE TO BE WITHDRAWN FROM SENEGALESE EMBASSY. LOCAL 
SENEGALESE RESIDENTS APPARENTLY IN DIFFICULT SITUATION AND 
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MANY OF THEM TRYING TO RAISE MONEY TO LEAVE GUINEA. 
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3. WHEN ASKED, COUNSELOR SAID HE WAS SURE AIRPORT VISAS COULD 
BE ARRANGED FOR AMERICANS ARRIVING IN SENEGAL FROM GUINEA 
AFTER EMBASSY CLOSED. IN EVENT RUPTURE HAS TAKEN PLACE AND 
ALL SENEGALESE PERSONNEL WITHDRAWN, WOULD APPRECIATE DEPART 
MENT AND EMBASSY DAKAR REQUESTING SENEGALESE AUTHORITIES TO 
GRANT AIRPORT VISAS. 
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
